Criminal Intent Salient. 


The opinion of the court of appeals, 


written ' by Judge 
Humphrey and 


handed down by Judge Grosscup, is 
brief and conilned almost wholly to 
the question of criminal intent. 
The 


allegation that Juror Palmer was un- 


- duly influenced is dismissed with a 


word, and but little more Is wasted in 
eliminating the allegation of Inconsis- 
tency and repugnancy. 


"So long as there is no inconsist- 


ency in the verdict as to the substance 
of the matter,charged in the various 
counts," says the opinion, "the ver- 
dict will not 
be disturbed. If the 


gravamen of the charge in each count 
on which there has been a verdict of 
guilty is the same, there is no incon- 
sistency in the verdict." 


Juror Not Improperly In.luenced. 
As to Juror 
Palmer 
the opinion 


reads:. "The record does not show 
that any improper influence worked 
upon the jury. 
The return made to 


the court was in fact the verdict of 
twelve jii-ors. 
The attempt by one

National, the Equitable Trust com- 
pany and the Home Savings bank— 
were closed by the comptroller of the 
currency on Dec. IS, 1905, nearly four 
years ago.

nearly all of the stock of -the follow- 
ing-companies: 


The Acme Gas company: the Bed- 


ford Belt Railway company: the Bed- 
ford Quarries company: the Chicago 
Southern Railway company; the Chi- 
cago WharSng and Storage company; 
the Indiana Southern Coal company; 
the Illinois Southern Railway com- 
pany; the Lake Michigan Car Ferrj 
. Transportation company; the Southern 
Indiana Coal company: the Southern 
Indiana Railway company: the South- 
ern Missouri Railway company, and 
the Wisconsin and Michigan Railwaj 
company. 


Companies Were Bankrupt,

States months In advance of the 
agreements with other countries, no- 
tably Germany, was in any way in- 
tended as a discrimination against 
France, and secondly and more im- 
portant. Senator Aldrich relieved tlic 
anxiety In Paris concerning the Inter- 
pretation of section two oC the new 
law. 


This the French believed Involved 


the automatic Imposition ot the Amer- 
ican maximum unless France afforded 
«very minimum and every adminis- 
tration concession in her tariff. 
As 


some of these concessions had been 
made after hard fought battles with 
other countries in return for specific 
advantages the government, in spite 
o£ Its desire to avoid 11 tariff war. was 
hostile to the granting of wholesale 
concessions. 


It Is-understood that Senator Aid- 


rich expressed the opinion that sec- 
tion two gave President Tuft a certain 
measure of latitude and that if Franco 
accorded the minimum rate upon arti- 
cles In which ,tho United States was 
principally Interested, Mr. Taft prob- 
ably would consider that America was 
not 
unduly 
discriminated 
against

Both Charles McCulloch and Henry 


P. Scherer. candidates for the demo- 
cratic nomination for mayor but a few 
months ago. delivered addresses at the 
democratic meeting In thu Eighth ward 
Monday evening urging the election of 
their successful opponent. August M. 
Schmidt, and each spoke with a force 
and an earnestness that could leave no 
doubt of their sincerity. 


The meeting was held in Neumeier's 


hall at Lewis and Ohio streets, with 
William Westenfeld presiding, and the 
Oakland quartet, composed of Messrs.

man, sans a number of selections. 


Mr. McCulloch's Address. 


The meeting was both large and en- 


thusiastic, and 
Mr. McCulloch 
was 


given an ovation as he arose to speak. 
In part he said: 


"What 
manufacturer or business 


man would appoint as manager or su- 
perintendent or head of a department 
a man absolutely without knowledge of 
the business he Is expected to handle? 
The city of Fort Wayne Is a corpora- 
tion in which we are all stockholders 
and we should not appoint any man- 
ager vho is unqualified 
or 
whose 


qualifications are in doubt. Now. Mr. 
Grice Is an admirable man, personally! 
and a good friend of mino. 1 fmve 
nothing to s;iy agulnst him except that 
I don't believe there Is a single man 
In Fort Wayne who knows less about 
municipal affairs than he. 
On 
the 


other hand, while I pride myself that 
I have been intimately associated with 
municipal affairs. If I had been nomi- 
nated and elected mayor I would have 
wanted to seek information from oth- 
ers and I don't know oC anyone to 
whom. I would have gone for Instruc- 
tion rather than to Jlr. Schmidt. 


"We are to be congratulated on the 


successful four years through which 
we have nearly passed and iu all the 
successful management 
of tho city's 


artali's Mr. Schmidt has been a fore- 
most factor. 
One of the greatest of 


all Americans, Abraham Lincoln, said 
It was unwise to swap horsos while 
crossing a stream. Well, gentlemen, 
we ure just crossing 
the stream of 


municipal ownership and I don't be- 
lieve it is good policy to change lead- 
ers In the middle. If Mr. Hosey could 
have been legally the nominee I would 
have supported him, because he has 
made good those municipal policies 
that touch the property owners' pocket- 
book*, and we owe him much.
